Annual  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  Year  1968 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1968. 

Population 


The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population 
was  5,710  which  was  an  increase  of  210  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Birth  Rate 


The  number  of  live  births  was  109  (53  M.  56  F. )  which  was  an 
increase  of  25  over  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  corresponding' 
crude  birth  rate  was  19.0;  when  adjusted,  however,  by  the  Registrar 
General's  Comparability  Fgctor  which  is  computed  from  a  population 
standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution  and  allows  comparison  with 
other  Districts  the  crude  rate  becomes  25.8  and  was  higher  than  that  of 
16.9  for  England  and  Wales . 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 


Three  stillbirths  were  registered  and  the  stillbirth  rate  was  27.0 
which  was  higher  than  that  of  14.  0  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

Two  infant  deaths  were  registered  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate 
was  accordingly  18.0  the  some  as  that  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  causes  of  death  v/ere:- 

Septicaemia  due  to  B.Boli  Type  026/B6  -  6  weeks 
Atelectasis:  Prematurity  -  6  hours. 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortality  (i.e.  stillbirths 
and  infant  deaths  under  one  week  of  age)  is  prematurity,  asphyxia  and 
atelectasis,  hir'th  injuries  and  congenital  malformations  and  the  most 
important  maternal  factor  is  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil,  as  there  were  no  deaths  d  _e  to  Pregnancy, 
Childbirth  or  Abortion,  and  signifies  the  high  standard  or  modern 
obstetric  practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Rate 


The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  w as  58  (34  M.  24  F. )  and 
the  corresponding  crude  death  rcite  was  10.2;  after  adjustment  by  the 
Registrar  General's  Comparability  Factor  which  is  computed  from  a 
population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution  and  affords 
comparison  with  oth„r  Districts,  the  adjusted  rate  was  9.1  and  was 
lower  than  that  of  11.9  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  majority  of  the  deaths  were  amongst  the  aged  from  natural 
causes,  namely,  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesion  of 
the  Nervous  System;  of  these  there  were  27. 
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Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  (i.e.  Coronary  Thrombosis  and  Coronary 
Atheroma)  was  the  cause  of  10  ox  those  deaths  in  the  following  age-groups; 

2  between  35  -  44;  1  between  55-64;  5  between  65-74;  2  over  75  years. 

Although  the  chief  cause  is  still  obscure,  the  majority  of  deaths  occur 
amongst  the  elderly  or  aged  and  it  would  seem  that  a  degenerative 
process  is  a  causal  factor,  although  this  might  not  explain  the  cause  of 
deaths  in  early  life. 

Cancer  was  the  cause  of  4  deaths,  in  the  following  age-groups;  1  between 
45  -  54  years;  2  between  65  -  74  and  1  over  75  years.  As  cancer  can 
be  treated  with  success  if  a.  diagnosis  is  made  before  the  disease  is  too 
advanced,  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  patients  seek  medical  examination 
too  late . 


Cancer  of  the  Lung/Bronchus  was  the  cause  of  2  (HI.  1  F.)  deaths, 

1  between  45  -  54  and  1  between  65  -  74  year.  The  usual  pattern  is  for 
deaths  to  occur  in  earlier  age-groups  than  most  other  forms  of  Cancer , 
and  having  regard  to  the  fcc t  that  there  is  no  atmospheric  pollution  in 
the  district  it  would  seem  that  the  inhalation  of  tobacco  smoke  is. 
a  precipitating  factor  .amongst  those  who  are  preaisposed  to  the  disease, 
keeping  in  mind  that  the  majority  of  those  who  have  smoked  all  their 
adult  lives  have  died  from  other  natural  causes.  Cancer  of  the  breast 
caused  one  death  in  the  65  —  74  age  group. 

Amongst  the  other  causes  of  death  there  was  no  exceptional  mortality. 
There  was  no  death  due  to  Infectious  Disease.

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

The  service  is  satisfactory  except  during  periods  of  heavy  rainfall  when 
it  is  difficult  to  deal  promptly  with  requests  for  emptying.  This  problem 
should  be  substantially  reduced  when  the  new  drainage  scheme  is  completed. 

The  present  practise  of  discharging  cesspool  contents  on  the  refuse  tip  is 
unsatisfactory  and  the  new  sewa ge  disposal  scheme  should  include  facilities  for 
dealing  with  the  material.

REFUSE  COLLECTIONS  AND  DISPOSAL 


A  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  district.  This 
service  includes  the  removal  of  bulky  items  of  refuse,  free  of  charge.  The 
depositing  of  old  motor  cars  at  Brookland  Tip  gave  rise  to  many  complaints 
during  the  year  and  these  cars  were  cut  up,  baled  and  removed  from  the  Tip.
